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The Mighty Hudson

T BAS been said that the Hudson is the 
most beautiful river in the world, 0 state- 
ment which no one can prove or disprove, 

since it is solely a matter of opinion. 

True, the scenery along the Hudson is of 
unusial variety and interest, because af the 
alternate occurrence of mountains and tillable 
land. In places it is marked by grandeur; 
in others it is rugged, picturesque, or pastoral. 

But it ia the river liself, not se much the 
scenery along its banks, that impresses the 
Lieholder, From Albany it flows almost due 
south to the sea, calm, serene, and expansive, 
in lordly and mitjestic state. 

But this is avery practical world, and the 
most striking single fact alsut the Hudson is 
the way in which it combines scenic beauty 
with historic association and sheer usefulness 
to omiank nel. 

It is the primary cause of the greatness of 
New York City, metropolis of the Western 
Hemisphere and one of the two largest cities 
in the world, 

This is because the Hurlson, below Albany, 
ig not a true river but a great extended arm 
of the sea, an estuary. 


A Drowned Valley 


This estuary is what is kuown a8 4 drowned 
valley, the land having sunk millions of years 
ae, thus permitting the sea to enter the valley 
and back up to a great distance, 

Asa matter of fact, the river valley [80 
“drowned” that if extends in the other direr- 
tian, as a deep submarine canvon, a hundrel 
miles or more beyond the coastline and car 
be seen os a dark stripe from airplanes above. 

[tis from one to two miles wide, more than 
a thousand feet deep, and reaches to the very 


edge of the continental shelf. Submarine can- 
yors fire found ebewhere, one near the micuth 
af the St. Lawrence, and geologists have de- 
bated whether they were formed by erosion, 
submarine springs, or earthquakes, 


‘Tides Reach to Troy 


Tides reach up the Hudson to the very 
head of navigation at Troy, more than 1350 
miles. Being an arm of the sea, the so-called 
river appears to be a mighty and spacious 
stream, far aut of proportion te the water it 
carries or the drainage basin which tf serves. 

Also, since it is remarkably straight and 
free from the weual type of river obstructions, 
it is not subject to serious Moors, 

Because of these pecuhiar physical coneli- 
tiuns and the excellent harbor at its mouth, 
the Hudson has become one of the world’s 
greatest commercial waterways (map, page 3). 

At Troy the river's chief tributary. the 
Mohawk, enters, and the two river valleys 
form a huge L, or right angle, extending from 
New York to Albany and, vin the Erie Canal, 
west to Buffalo, Along these two valleys are 
largely concentrated the commerce, industry, 
and population of our richest und most popu- 
lows State. 

Nowhere else from the St. Lawrence River 
to Alabama is there such an unobstructed, low- 
grade, water-level route through the Appa- 
lachian Mountain barrier as that afforded by 
the Hudson and Mohawk Valleys." 

It is this no wonder that the first commer- 
cially successful steamboat was launcher on 
the Hudson, that one of the first and greatest

Hut in the first half of its joumey the Hud- 
son is anything but a mighty commercial high- 
way, Fora Jong distance it is just a typical 
snuill, narrow mountain stream, following an 
irregular southward course from its source in 
the wildest portion of the Adirondack peaks, 
with many branches any one of which might 
le considered the main stream. 

Now it brawls and dashes over high falls: 
now it trickles and winds in and ont of a 
senies of ponds, or small lakes, all in a most 
casual fashion, wholly disconcerting to any- 
one bent upon pinning down its precise peu 
graphics! source, 

Although its first sizable gutherings are in 
the series of small Jakes, the Hudscn's ulti- 
niale source i Lake Tear of the Clouds, 2 
peacelul, shollow pond which lies between 
Mounts Marcy sak Skylight,at an elevation 
of some 4,370 feet, 

Lake Tear of the Clouds itself is beyond the 
reach of highways, but the motorist can easily 
neneirate far into the upper country of the 
Hinison’s pond sources: 

Tt vou step a few feet off the highway, even 
though enly afew hours’ ride from great cites 
and industries, vou are in as much of a wilder- 
ness as when the Indians lived here. | 

There is almost immediate healing in these 
quiet, unspoiled, solitury spaces, and a sudden 
but welcome sense of both dignity and peace 
as one chters the Adirondack Forest Preserve, 
since no billboards disfigure the highway. 

Near Newcomb, close to. the lake sources 
of the Hudson, is a boulder along the road 
bearing this inscription: 

“Sear this spot, while driving hastily from 
Tahawus (Club to North Creek at 2:15 a. m. 


Sept, 14, 1901, Theodore Roosevelt became. 


Mresident of the United States as William 
McKinley expired in Buffalo.” 

Roosevelt had been climbing a mountain: 
he wag ten miles from the clubhouse where 
he was staying when he received the news to 
come at once to Buffalo, It was then almost 
dark, and o long time was consumed in get- 
ting. a horse and buckboard, The drive over 
niugh mountain ragds to North Creek. took 
until dawn, and no one dared tell the nervous 
Vice President, until he reached his train, that 
the President had died." 

The Hudson finally comes out of its mown: 


lain iastnesses into broad, open lowland, 
Pussing the pirospervus tittle city af Glens 
Falls, local insurance and paper-making cap- 
ital (Plote NUIT) and birthplace of Charles 
Evans Hiethes, it flows almest directly south 
until it enters the sea ol New York Bay, 

At Schuylerville there stands high on-a bluff 
a granite shaft in memory of the Battle of 
Saratoga, one of the must decisive military 
events In world history, 

Shrines of Famous Men and Battles 

Adoring three sides of the momument are 
statues of Generals Horatio Gates and Philip 
Schuyler and Col, Daniel Morgan, <A vacant 
niche on the fourth side symbolizes the later 
treason of Benedict Arnold, although he, folly 
as much as any other general, won the Battle 
of Saratoea. 

It had been planned that General Burgoyne, 
coming south across Lake Champlain from 
Canada, should join Lord Howe, coming up 
the Hudson, at Albany, Thus the Colonies 
would be cut in tw, 

But Howe failed to proceed up the Hudsnn, 
ind Burgoyne's progress was slowed by an 
excess of heavy artillery and camp impedi- 
mento. His opponent. General Schuyler, had 
1,000 axmen fell huge virgin forest trees across 
the roads and also make an almost impene- 
trable morass by diverting strearhs. 

This delay gave time for a great army of 
militia to join the Americun regulars and com- 
pletely surround Burgoyne. France turned 
the tide still further in favor of the Colonials 
by joining them soon after getting the news 
of ther victory.

Burgevne deplored the act, and British Par:

But the colonists used it te even prealer 
effect, as propaganda against the Hritish 
among the New York and New England 
farmers; and this was one reason why the 
tillitiamen of those Colonies turned out in 
such numbers to erish Burgoyne.

Albury, the fall in the river ts used extensively 
for water power, and gradually the pastoral 
country gives way completely before the in- 
dustrial and urban. 

Troy was once an iron and steel center. 
Here Henty Burden, an carly ironmaster, in- 
verited a machine which made most of the 
horseshoes used in the Union Army in the 
Civil War. 

Troy has important educational institutions, 
including the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, 
one of the Nation's oldest existing schools of 
shience and civil engineering. 

But Troy is best known to the world a3 
America's shirt and collar capital, I spent o 
profitable afternoon going through the main 
plint of Cluster, Peabody & Co,, Inc, one of 
the larvest manufacturers of shirts and cravat: 
in the world, (Collars are today only an inti: 
ental feature of this large industry, for collar- 
attached shirts and sport shirts, neckties, 
underwear, and handkerchiefs now constitute 
the great bulk of the business, 

The company has donated to the Rensselaer 
County Historical Society an amusing collar 
museum that inchwles every kind of. collar 
wor for several hundred years, from the ruil 
to the morcern collar, 

The detachable collar was invented by o 
Troy hensewife, Hannah Lord Montague, 
probably before 1827. Her family went into 
the business, and was fillowed by many other 
emall collar factories: 

The malting of shirts, 84 percent of which 
is done by women, is all piecework. Although 
it is not an assembly-line operation, the process 
fm ocurned on with what seemed to me light- 
ninglike rapidity,

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Albany has beena chartered city since 1656, 
Despite the earlier establishment of James- 
town, Virginia, it is one of the oldest com- 
munities i the Thirteen Original Colonies 
continously carried om, although it had feur 
other names before “Albany” was adopteet.

On Albany's tapowet hil) rises (he massive, 
ornate Cupitol Building, a giant French cha- 
tea, ‘On March 29, 1901, « severe fire in 
the capitol spent most of its fury in the sec- 
tion that housed the State Library, burning 
some $00,000 books and 300,000 manuscripts: 
one of the greatest library holocausts of 
modern times, 

But the manuscripts that were saved, those 
that were silvaged enough to be fairly lewible, 
and the accessions of a thind of a century have 
combined to make the present library one of 
the Nation's treasure hotwses, 

Among the rire manuscripts are the first 
dratt of Washington's. Farewell Address, his 

“opinion of the field affieers of the Revolution 
alive in 1791," his (abulated statement of 
household expenses in 1789, and the prelimi- 
nury Emancipation Proclamation of Abraham 
Lincoln, given out after the Union victory at 
Antietam, 

An éorly directof who helped make the in- 


stitution great was Melvil Dewey, pioneer 


librarian, spelling reformer, and founder uf 
the Lake Placid Club. One reason he went 
to Albany was the fact that in his previous 
position he was not allowed to train wormen 
to become librarians. 


The huge State Education Building now 
houses both the State Library and the State 
Museum. In this building also originate the 
Regents’ examinations, so well koown to many 
school childten, parents, and teachers. 

On the grounds of the capitol is the old 
building of the Albany Academy. in whose 
empty auditorium during the summer vaca- 
Hons one of the early teachers, Joseph Henry, 
later the first Secretary and Director of the 
Smithsonian Institution, set up his electro- 
magnets and made experiments which were 
un essential preliminary to the invention of 
the telegraph. 

A Famous Colonial Home 


In southesst Albany the State maintains 
one oF the mest famous of the country’s fine 
Georgian colonial homes, now in surroundings 
quite different from those of its original 
baronial estate. It was built by Gen, Philip 
Schuyler, who was born inte the Burson River 
aristocracy, gained added. wealth and proni- 
nence by marrying into the Van Rensselwer 
family, and had 1 distinguished career as 
military leader and public official (Plate [X)_ 

The hulls are so wide that large parties 
were held in them, Genera! Schuyler’s daugh- 
ter Elizabeth married Alexander Hamilton in 
the parlor at the left of the main entrance, 
and one cause of the General's death was his 
shock ot the news that Hamilton had been 
killed by Aaron Harr. 

General Burgoyne was entertained in the 
house atter his capture. Although a gathering 
pluce for armies, Albany was never taken by 
anenemy. But a small group of ruffans and 
hostile Incions. bent on capturing General 
Schuyler, minaged to enter the house: they 
fled when the General called out the window 
to his hewtysuard, the smallness of whose num- 
bers the raiders did not realize, 

The main stair rall bears the cut from a 
tomahawk flung by an Indian at the General's 
daughter Margaret who, with an infant in 
her arms, was fleeing upstairs, 

Across the river in Rensselaer, close to the 
waiters edge, is Fort Crailo, Possibly niure 
than any other structure in the State, it carries 
one back to the earliest days of colonial New 
Netherland, of the Dutch West India. Com- 
pany and its patroons (Plate TX).

As-a matter of tact, the origin of the tone

lt is a ureat mastuke to travel between 
Albany and New York solely by tail, auto, 
or plane. To really Know. the river, it os 
necessary to go, at least occasionally, by boat 

Albany itself is a deep-sea port, comparable 
to Portland, Maine, and to Providence, New 
Haven, Savannah, and Mobile. Although 
molasses from Java aml Cuba, canned {ruit 
from Hawai, and canned fish and lumber 
from the Pactic coast come directly by ocean 
carer, the maior commodities brought to 
Albany by seagoing vessels are grain ane 
petroleum products,

When Sloops Phed the River 


For two centuries the Hudson's chief meuns 
af transportation, and for a century its onky 
means, was the sloop. Hv taking the tide on 
tie first of the flood at the Battery in New 
York City, and provided the wind remained 
scuitherly, sloaps could make Albany in 24 
hours, 

As a matter af fact, an unfavorable tide 
with a northerly wind so delays modern steam- 
ships im reaching Albany that owners have 
been known to upbrakd their captains because 
of their slowness.

“The sloops which ply the Hudson,” wrote 
the poet NP, Willis in 1840, “are remarkable 
for their picturesque beauty, and for the 
enarmcis quantity of sail they carry in all 
weathers, and nothing is more beautiful than 
the little fleets of from six to a dozen, all 
sctidding or tacking together, like so many 
white birds on the wing." 


Once Suilbonts Brought New York's Food 


At one time a large part of the produce on 
which New York City subsisted came down 
the river in sailboats, and the horses’ feed 
came in “hay barges.” Indeed, the city itself 
was largely built from wood, stone, brick, and 
cement that used the same waterwa'.

Indeed, after the courts broke up the river 
manopoly of Fulton and Robert KR. Livingston, 


“competition among steamboats on the Hudson 
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reached the point of utter demoralixation. 
Fares from New York ta Albany fell to 10 
cents, sometimes to nothing; competitors 
raced an every occnsion; and boiler explosions 
Were COMMTON. 

Safety barges, called “lady boats,” which 
could be cut adrift in case of accident, were 
towed behind the regular boats and passengers 
on them charged a higher fare, 

Passage of the Federil steambout i inspection 
act in 1852 ended dangerous practices. One 
of the must famous and long-lHved of the boats, 
the Mary Powell, is said never to have had 2 
serious accident or lost a passenger, 

The Mary Pewell's whistle. 15 well as the 
hell of the original Clermont und o letter trom 
Robert Fulton, is on exhibition in the Roferi 
Fuffom, one of the feet of large passenger 
boats operated by the Hudson River Day 
Line, “This company still engages in passenger 
trinsportition on a borge scale. although many 
other lines, including the nicht lines, have 
SiMe, 

The Hudson River Day Line, like its prede- 
cesar companics, has been under the manage- 
ment of the same family for five genéralions, 
Alired V. 8. Olcott, president, said to me, 
with pardonable pride, as we stood on the 
company’s dock at the foot of West 42d Street, 
New York City: 

“On a Sunday morning we have taken 
10,000 passengers away from here, in three 
of four boats, in an hour and a quarter.” 

Although the Hudson Valley is one of the 
mast populuws arens in the country, there are 
long stretches of marshland below Albany so 
free of mankind that the beautiful American 
egret feels at home here. In summer it can be 
seen in large numbers from railroad and boast 
alike. 

Hudson, the first sizable community below 
Albany, was a conmsidernble whaling port prior 
to the War of 1812, althouch more than 100 
miles from the ocean. In population it was 
once the third city in the State. 

At 11:15 a.m. the swthbound day boat 
lies up ot the Audson wharf, and at precisely 
the same moment the northbound streamlined 
Empire Stite Express sweeps gracefully and 
swiftly around the curve, anly a few feet away,

Some carly fortunes, such as that of John 
Jacob Astor, were built on furs, including the

The Catskills have been forever immortal- 
ied by Washington Irving in his tale of 
Rip var Winkle. He wrote of them: 

“OF all the scenery of the Hudson, the 
Kaatskill Mountains had the most witching 
effect upon my boyish imagination. Never 
shall I forget... the first view of them 
predominating over a wide extent of country, 
part wild, woody, and rugged: part softened 
away into all the ieraices of cultivation.” 

The gullies and ravines tin the C “atskills bear 
the old Dhitch name of “clove,” and in the 
same way the streams are known as “kills.” 
There are some 40 kills in the Catskills, 

Possilily 2,000 people went to the “moun- 
tains” for summer vacation in ISTO: today 
the figure is nearer 500,000 (page 13). 

Kingston, metropolis of this terion, is an 
old settlement, being o combination of Wilt- 
wyeck, chartered in 1661, and Rondout, at 
the mouth of Rendout Creek ( Plate VIL).

In 1549 Corson Squire Fowler, a popular but 
bizarre phrenologist of that day, wr

It may have been built about 
1665 as a refuge and a fort, and the loopholes 
through which fire was exchanged with the 
Indians: are very evidert. 

The Van Cortlandt family owner! and occu- 
pled the house for almost 300 years, In 1945 
i was purchased by other private owners, 
who live in the residence and open it to the 
public at stated ‘intervals, 

The present owner told me that the gardens 
hid been cultivated continuously since 1700. 
Both house and grounds have about them a 
distinct and authentic charm, of the simplicity 
characteristic of very early pioneers, 

Hyde Park Now oa Historic Site 

On April 12, 1946, the first anniversary of 
her husband's death, Mrs. Franklin D, Roose- 
velt turned over to the National Park Service 
the house in which the late President was born 
and reared, near Hyde Park, a few miles north 
af Poughkeepsie ; alse his near-by crave and 
nh large portion of the grounds. Adjacent 
the Franklin D, Roosevelt Library, adminis- 
tered by the Archivist of the United States 
(Plate XI). 

In the two years which have elapsed, the 
house, grave, and Library together have be- 
come one of our great national historic sites: 
As many as 10,000 visitors from all parts of 
the world enter the grounds in a single day, 
alihough for safety reasons only 2,500 persons 
can enter the house, with 75 admitted at onc 
time. 

Their attitude is reverent; many weep, 
kneel, snd pray in front of the white marble 
tombstone, which has no decoration, The 
matble came from the same Vermont quarry 
that produced stone for the exterior of the 
Thomas Jefferson Memorial in Washington. 

Qutside the house there is usually a long 
queue even in the rain, walting to get in, 
Inside they sec. AMON other rooms, the late 
President's bedroom, just as he left it, and 
his favorite view down the river to the rail- 
road bridge ot Poughkeepsie. 

The people who come ask countless ques- 
tions, When | was there, question number 
one was, "Where tw the kitchen?” Number 
two was, “Where does Mrs, Roosevelt live?” 

The Library is filled with books, papers, and 
other historical material acquired by the late 
President. In the basement are the gifts and 
pailgets, some Very queer indeed, given to him. 
At the time of my visit the Library had 
already acquired mare than 5,000 cubie feet 
of maniscript material. Tt is hoped to make 


the Library the foremost tesearch center: for 
material concerning Mr. Roosevelt and his era. 

Below Poughkeepsie, seat of Vassar Col- 
lege, is Newburgh, on the opposite side of 
the river, rising high above the water in a 
series of terraces. It is the northern approach 
to the Highlands, where the Hudson breaks 
through the Appalachian Mountain wall. 

The little Jonathon Hasbrouck House in 
Newburgh was the first historic site taken 
over by the State (1849), It was Washing- 
tons heackquarters for more than a year 
(Plate VIIT). 

Here he wrote a stinging rebuke, in his 
own hand, to Col. Lewis Nicola’s- suggestion 
that a monarchical form of government be 
adopted. Also, as his last official communi- 
cation before resigning his commission, he 
wrote to the BOVeTSOF af each State, enumer- 
ating the essential principles to be followed 
if the new Nation was to survive, 

Washington's army was encamped for a 
long period at New Windser, south of New- 
burch. In o large wenden structure, the 
“Temple,” leading officers discussed the for- 
mation of the Society of the Cincinnati, which 
became the model for-a large number of 
patriotic societies, 

Although the soctety contained many of the 
great leaders of the Revolution, it was stromaly 
opposed at first by John Adams, Samuel 
Adams, Benjamin Franklin, and especially by 
Thomas Jefferson. However, it has: persisted, 
Present members are male descendants of 
Washington's regular line officers. 

The river becomes narrow as it penetrates 
the Highlands and winds for 15 miles between 
hizh, rocky, sparsely settled and wooded 
shores of elemental and majestic beauty. ex- 
tept in a few places where quarrying has 
made hideous goshes in the mountatnsicde. 

At no point are the Highlands more than 
1,600 feet in height, bret they rise 40 steeply 
and massively from the river bed that they 
appear more imposing than many mountains 
of far greater altitude. 

‘Close as the Highlands are to that populous 
metropolis whith we call New York City. 
these hills still contain. mountaineers living 
under primitive conditions, 


Bear Mountain Bridge 
The Hudson is so deep in the Highlands 
aren and so broad elsewhere that bridges are 
very difficult and costly to construct, For 
several centuries the river was a great barrier 
to travel, Communities on the east and west 
banks had no communication except by ferry. 
Not until 1889 was any brite built below 
Albany, andl the first vehiculier crossings was

the Bear Mountain Bridge. built in 1925 
(Plate X11), There are even now only four 
such bridges below Albany, the longest being 
the George Washington Bridge, in the upper 
hart of New York City and the only Hudson 
widge near the city. 

In the heart of the Highlands the fiver 
mikes a double angle, and on the high prom- 
antory or pluteay thus created stands the 
United Stntes Military Academy, commonly 
known as West Point. 

There is no town, of even village of that 
name, despite « total population of 7,000; it 
ia un Army post, the oldest over which our 
flag has continuously flown, and perhaps most 
frequently visited in the country. 11 hecame 
a military academy shortly after the Revolu- 
tin. 

The chapel, library, museum, and much of 
the grounds are open to the public and prov ide 
unusual interest W) every patriotic American. 

Many famous men have graduated from or 
attended West Point, The list inchides Jearl- 
ing wemerals in the Civil War, also Pershing, 
Armold, Eisenhower, Bradley, MacArthur, 
and, strange to relate, Edgar Allan Poe and 
James A. MeNeifl Whistler (Plates IV, V. 
ond VIT). 

Early in the Revolution, W ashington receg- 
nized that West Point was the key to the 
line of the Hudson, which in turn was the 

Colonies’ main line of defense, Ty his orders, 
Thaddeus Kosclusko, Polish engineer, com- 
pleted the construction work there, 

Among the defenses were two great iron 
thiins stretched across the river between West 
Point and Constitution Island and between 
Fort Montgomery and Anthonys Nose, six 
niles below West Point, The one at West 
Point was taken up tn the fall, although some 
of the links weighed fs ruch as 300 pRouinids 
each, Several ore to be seen on the grounds 
at West Point and in various historical 
aecleties ancl museums (pare 14). 

A great element of strength was the fact 
that the squure-rigesd British ships could 
not mike the double turn without altering 
course and thus losing headway in attack, 

From across the river the gray, massive, 
granite fronts of the Military Academy build- 
ings rise in tiers up the steep hillside, as if 
they wert avery part of the solid rock terraces 
themselves. 

Against the contrast of the almost wilrler- 
nessike area around them, the many different 
buildings, not always of the same architectural 
atyle, seem somehow blended into one huge 
Gothic military w0it, 

As we descend the river and approach the 
metropolis itself, cities and tuwns are closer 


together anc 30 numerous as to make distine- 
tive description difficult, Gut bet us stop 
at the Tarrytowns long enough to savor the 
spell of romance which Washington Irving 
caat over this region. 

Tarrytown and many near-by towns }ook 
out upon the Tappan Zee, one of the broadest, 
mast lakelike expanses of the Hudson, de- 
scribal by Irving as a “dusky and indistinct 
waste of waters.” 


The Spell of Sleepy Hollow 


Washington Irving was the first American 
writer of international tank, His Awicker- 
horher's fistory of New Fork and his tales, 
Rip van Winkle and the Legend of Sleepy 
Hollow, were the first works which led Euro- 
peas to redlie there was such a thing as an 
American author. 

Irving’s:crave is- toward the summit of the 
hill, on a beautiful sunt elope in the old 
Dutch burving ground of Sleepy Hollow, along 
the main highway in North Tarrytown, A 
huge oak stands guard over the grave, and the 
only insctiption reads as follows: 

Withington Irving 
Born April 3, 1753 
Tried Noy. 28, 1859 


Colonial settlers, Indions, Revolutionary 
mitriogs, British solders, and Negro slaves 
rest in the burying yround.. Irving wrote that 
the “sequestered situation of this church seems 
always to have made it a favorite haunt of 
troubled sqirits,” and he told how the Head- 
less Horseman, villain of his famous tale, 
“tethered his horse nightly among the graves,” 

With the near-by stream of moter trafic 
on So, 9, main artery on the east side of the 
Hudein, ghosts now have very litte chance, 
But the burying ground and church both seem 
singulurky unspoiled. The. church is one of 
the oldest in the State and one of the few 
distinctly Dutch bits of construction renmiain- 
ing, 

Recently the sagging timbers and crumbling 
masonty of the church had to be repaired, and 
gifts for the purpose came from all over the 
country, some trom ltalian, Slovak, and col- 
cred groups. The congregation now worships 
elsewhere, but the old church is used for wed- 
dings and funerals, 

Not tar below it the litte Pocantico River 
comes dawn from the hills ancl meanelers into 
the Hudson, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., whose 
iather liver} so long at his Pocantico Hills 
eitate, hus restored one of the leading manor

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houses, Philipee Custl, on the banks of the 
Vocantico between the highway and the Hod- 
son, as Well as a gristmill and a bridge. 

To this 24-room “Castle Frederick Fhil- 
ipse's tenants, all the way from Manhattan 
Tsland to Croton and as far east as Con- 
necticut, cume to pay their rents, and his 
vesstls sailed up the Pocantico to the manor 
house. Philipse wae a master builder, mer- 
chant, real estate dealer, fur trader, and re- 
pales hacker of Captain Kidd and other 
Wheat ventures. 

The house has had many owners, including 
Elsie Janis, actress “sweetheart of the AEF’ 
in World War I. The present building has a 
memorial pom dedicated to John 1D, Rocke- 
feller, Sr., in which are his desk, “Ledger A,” 
and other personal belongings. 


Washington Irving's Sunnyside 


Alr, Rockefeller, Je, has alsn restored 
sunnyside. the lungtime home of Washington 
Irving, only o few hundred feet from the river. 
at the borderline between Tarrytown an 
Irvington, Irving hiwght the place in 1935 
when it was-only an old Dutch cottage: he 
ence described it as an “elegant little sriug- 
very. 

Irving gréeathy enlarged the house and said 
that it was “all made up of gable ends and 
26 full of angle: and corners aa an ald corked 
hat.” Me lowed its nooks, crannies, niches, 
pSHeSs, andl clans, 

Sunnyside is a mirror of American life and 
taste in the poriod 1835-60. The grounds, as 
restored, are very beautiful indeed, Irving 
never married, but the house came down 
throuzh his family until Mr, Rockefeller 
bought it a few vears age from a great-grind- 
nephew, With it he obtained about 90. per- 
cent of all authenticated Trving items, includ- 
ing furnishings and personal library. 

A son of Alexander Hamilton built a borne, 
Nevis, at Irvington. The 67-acre property 
is now owned by Columbia: University. and 
ued by several of its units: One of ‘them.

The Majestic Palisades 

Extending, in what looks like an unbroken 
line to the river traveler, from a point south 
of Haverstraw to aboot the end of the George 
Washington Bridge are the Palisades, dork. 
gtim, and mujestic. From the eastern shore 
they seem to he the ramparts of an incredibly 
vast fortress (page 12), 

This front is a great sill of traprack, a lava 
filling between two parallel lavers of sand- 
stone: there are only a few other similar 
formations inthe work! It is not really a 
Hat-inced woll but a Series of innumerable 
ricky battlements and occasional {tiny valleys: 
It rises almost perpendicularly (rom near the 
witers eige and averages 350 to 550 feet in 
height, 

The Palisades separate the valleys of the 
Huvlson and the Hackensack, which flow par- 
allel for 30 miles; a continuation of the Pali- 
sudes isthe ridge on which Jersey Clty is 
tuilt: The name may have been given by an 
early explorer because of fancied resemblance 
to the log palisades which surrounded and 
prvtected colonial settlements. 

The sheer ruggedness of the Palisades pre- 
server them until the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury, when quarrving of the stone and lum- 
bering on the summit threatened to bring 
down the foreground of New York City’s 
westem View in ruins before its eyes.

The Port of New York

ie— that is. by tugbaats, barges, lighters, 
car finats. and the like. 

A car foat or a tugboat with barges in tow 
can tie uwpeon either side of a pier, or berth 
longside an ocenn-going vessel at the pier, 
and still leave plenty of room in the broad 
Hudson, 

Thus the Jower Hudson differs from any 
other port in the United States, if not in the 
world, in the great number of Jocal harbor 
craft, several thovsand in all, that daily ply 
lis waters, 

The most picturesque of the local craft, 
hawewer, are not the freight tows but the 
hundreds of ferryboats that shuttle passengers 
back and forth across the river, 

Stevens Institute of Technology, a leading 
envinecring school, stunds on Castle Point In 
Hoboken, directly ucross from lower Man- 
hattan, It was founded by a son of John 
Stevens, brilliant inventor and phineer of 
steam transportation. 

John Stevens bought Hoebuck, or Hoboken, 
in early days and, dissatisfied! with the slow- 
hess of rowboats and sailboats to Manhattan, 
built the first steam ferry in America, in Sep- 
tember. 1511. 


Although he was thwarted by Robert Ful- 
ton's Hudson River monopoly tn his desire 
to opermbe a line of steambouts between New 


York and Albany, the rivalry between the 


two inventors resulted in great improvernents- 
Some naw taken for granted are thought to 
have originated in the fertile minds of either 
Fulton or Stevens, 

They inchude the double-end ferryboat, 
which obviates the necessity of turning about: 
and the floating bridge, which at each landing 
place is raised and loweted with the tide by 
mens of weights and pulleys, 

To Colonel Stevens’ second son, Robert 
Livingston Stevens, is credited the modern 
ferry slip, 


Modern Ferries 


Early ferries were owned and operated by 
individuals: today mast are operated by the 
tnink-line railroads or the City of New York. 
The modern ferry. is sturdy and powerful, to 
resist ice foes and occasional collisions. 

Although they pass one another hundreds 
of times a day, the ferries have only once in 
nearly 140 veors so forgotten their dignity 
ns to race. In 1909 two Hoboken boats took 
a day off and raced to Newburgh and hack. 

Swit as moder ferries. are, they are far 
too slow for many people, and thus tunnels 
under the river continue to increase: 

However, the ferries still carry enormous 
numbers of passengers; One company alone. 
in a comparatively recent year, hanelled more 
than 13,000,000 passengers: another conveyed 
11,000,000, One of these companies operated 
15° temats. 

From verv earliest childhood T have crossed 
and recrossed the Hudson, 

The sharp tang of clean, <alt air, a sudden 
dash of spray If one stands too close to the 
forward end, the loud clang of chains os the 
bridge is raised or lowered at the beginning 
and end of each trip, the screaming gulls, the 
plodding of scudding harbor craft, the vessels 
from. every port, the gray men-of-war, an 
occasional glimpse of the Queen Marv or 
Cieen Eiisadnth, and the towering hatlements 
of Manhattan—after many, many years such 
signts and scutids and smells still mean ro- 
mince and adventure for me and for countless 
others."

Artists Look at Pennsylvania

ENNSYLVANTA, Titan among Suites, 


Pp has had its: pictire painted. 
For a-year anil a half, fourteen of 


Amerioa’s leading artists roamed the Keystone 
State, studying its industries, scenic beauties, 
folkways, and historic monuments, Some Set 
up easels and completed ther paintings an the 
apot: others retired to the seclusion of studios 
to transfer their impressions from sketchtiok 
lo canvas or witer-rcolor paper. 

The composite result is an objective, full- 
length portrait of Pennsvivania, Tn the 116 
oils, water colors, ond sketches area series of 
images such as might linger in the mind of 
one who had traveled the Commonwealth's 
67 counties from Adams through York, from 
the New York line in the north to Maryland 
in the sowth, from the Delaware River in 
the east to the Ohio border in the west. 

Sixteen of the paintings, in full eolor, are 
reprvluced in this issue of the NATIONAL 
GEOGRAMHDC MAGAZINE. 

Dominant theme-of the collection as a whole 
is Penneylyania'’s mastery of the resources 
which Nature provided in such abundance. 

In industry, Commerce, transportation, and 
agriculture the artists selected the subjects 
mist adaptale to dramatization, Yet Penn- 
svivania’s historic background was nol neg- 
lected, nor was pastoral beauty, nor the rich 
folklore of the southeastern counties, inhabited 
by the “plain people,” 


A State Story on Canvas 


These paintings, outcome of the new and 
crowing alliance between art and trade, were 
presented io the people of Pennsylvania by 
Gimbel Brothers, operators of large depart- 
ment stores in Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, ane 
elsewhere, The Gimbel firm underwrote the 
cost of the project in the belief that such a 
documentation would be of lasting interest andl 
value and would be o factor in spreading the 
story of the State and of the vigor of its citi- 
zens throughout the country. 

Arthur C, Kaufmann, executive head of the 
Gimbel store in Philadelphia, and the late 
Jacques Klum, of the Pittsburgh store, were 
directly responsible for the project, ancl their 
idea was readily approved by President Ber- 
oad F, Gimbel, of New York, and the board 
of directors of Gimbel Brothers. Governor 
James H, Doff and V. 5, Senatar Edward 
Martin headed a sponsering committee which 
included many of Pennsylvania's most promi- 
nent citizens.

Once the plan had been conceived, the 
selection. of ortisis and other details were 
turned over to the Asowiaterd American Art- 
isis. in New Work. 

History is {ull of Instances in which cele- 
brated works of art were mace possible by 
the generosity of merchants. Despite this, 
painters and sculptors, to guard ther integrity 
and) independence, frequently shan patronage 
by commercial institutions: Too often, they 
say, the patron demands gratification of his 
own whims or tastes, or fails to recognize the 
difference between artistic and lay viewpoints. 

Artists Given Free Rein 

‘The artists commissioned for the Pentisvi- 
yanid project were given free rein. There were 
im restrictions, mi grinding of business axes, 
no conscious efforts to fatter regional or com- 
munity pride, no injunctions to avoid the un- 
Suhily or to portray beauty where none 
existed, 

“Paint Pennsylvania as you see it,” the 
artists were told, in effect, by Robert L. Par- 
sins, cxtcutive director of the Associated 
American Artists, when he aorrinved the as- 
signments. “This was in accordance with the 
policy laid down by the sponscrs, 

“Go down tito the coal mines, into the steel 
mills; the factories, the shipyards, ‘Travel the 
broad highways amd the remote country rouds. 
Look at the busy waterways and the quiet 
trout streams, Study the people in their 
homes and at work and play.” 

When the painters set forth to‘study Penn- 
sylvania, they found themselves in a lreasure 
house perhaps onescelled) anywhere in Amer- 
ica. Here is a kingdom of contrasts which 
inspired Rudyard Kipling, after a tour of the 
United States, to write in “Philadelphia”: 

They are there, there, there with Earth immortal 

(Citiens, Pzive vou fiend warning), 
The things that troly fast wher mer. and times have 


pasaed., 
They are all in Peonevivanis this mening! 


An apt nickname for Pennsylvania ts: 
“Workshop af the World,” for it leads the 
Nation in 50 important industries and in 
producing néearty every ingredient of heavy 
indiustry.,* 

An outstanding exception is petroleum; vel 
it was in Pennsylvania, at Titusville, that 
to). Eadwin L. Drake drilled the first successful

During World 
War IT the State's mills surpassed those of 
Germany proper in the production of ferrous 


A Leader in Agriculture, ‘Too 

Few persons think of Pennsylvania as a 
great agricultural State; yet its 9,245,000 
acres of tilled farmland are more than are 
under cultivation, in normal limes, in England 
and Wales, or in Ireland of Sweden, ‘The 
State ranks third in farm income from dairy 
products and grows every important com- 
mercial crop raed in the United States 
except cotton, citrus fruits, peanuts, and 
sugar Cane, 

From dark, warm nurseries in Delaware 
and Chester Counties come more than half 
of the Nation's mushrooms. 

Lancaster County, where the frugal “Penn- 
aylvanin Dutch” have long pioneered in crop 
rotation, is atong the ten richest farm coun- 
Ues in the cumtry. ‘The average size of these 
farms is among the sriallest, but their produce 
is among the richest," 

Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. give Pennsyl- 
van the distinction of being the only State 
to Possess two of cur ten largest cities, but 
the majority of Perinsylvaniins do not live 
in those cities, There are many small cities 
and towns in Pennsylvania, and the rural pop- 
ulation ts second largest among the States, 

Covering Pennsylvania: is a network of rail- 
road mileage torger than that of New York 
and New Jersey combined. Within its borders 
are principal installations of one of the Na- 
liens largest railmoacs, the Pennsylvania, and 
the oldest to be opened for public traffic, the 
Baltimore & Ohio. 

So miny persons come annually to see 
Pennsylvania's wonders and historic shrines 
that tourist travel is the State's fourth busi- 
ness: 

Some 87,000 miles of highwivs lead wica- 


tinnists to Pocono and Allevheny Mountain 
Playgrounds: Pennsyivania has more than 
250 lakes and gt least 100 waterfalls. A sec- 
tion of Lake Erie offers fresh-water bathing 
aml fishing. A dozen caverns are open to 
the public. Om 857,000 acres of State game 
lands, bought from the sale of hunting and 
fishing licenses, are hiking trails, campsites, 
and trout and bass streams, 


Wild Game Conserved 

As the result of a model conservation policy, 
Pennsylvanians today have more wild game 
than the Indians hod. The annual bag, com- 
puted in tons, includes deer, black bear, ruffed 
grouse, pheasants, quail, woodeock, wild tur- 
keys, and a variety of migratory birds, The 
State Game Commission restocks about 7,500 
miles of fishing streams every yeur. 

All of the 14 painters in the project have 
achieved national or international reputations, 
Five are native or adopted Pennsytvanians. 
One of these: Hobson Pittman of Upper Darby, 
is represented in the works reproduced in the 
NATIONAL Guockariic Magazine. ‘The col- 
lection as a whole includes eivht paintings by 
Pittman. Other artistically gifted Pennsyl- 
vamians who conttibuted their talents are 
George Biddle, Albert Gold, Franklin Wat- 
kins, and Andrew Wyeth. The lotter is the 
gifted son of the late N, C. Wyeth, who 
painted severn| murals for the library of the 
National Geographic Society. . 

Paul Sample, native of New Hampshire and 
artist-in-residence at Dartmouth College, 
inund his subjects in Philadelphia. He calls 
Pennsylvania's largest citw one of the most 
“naintahle” encountered during a career which 
has brought hin thirteen important art awards, 

Discussing his Schoo! Children in _Jnde- 
fondence Square (Plate 1), Sample said: 

“Frankly, Twas as interested in the school 
children as Twas in the historical implications 
of the scene, 

“Here the children were being shown the 
meniticant Lindmark in Independence Square, 
These kids, in common with all the other kids 
l have known, were only making a pretense 
of listening ti the remarks of their teacher 
about the statue. They were squirming, gig- 
eling, and tickling one another, A close ob- 
server of the painting will note that T have 
nut avetlooked this amusing characteristic of 
a group of children.” 

Sample's fondness for public places where 
people gather for relaxation led to his Riftfen- 
house Sqvare (Plate X.), 

‘Sec “In the Pennsylvania Dutch Country,” by 
Elmer () Stauffer, NAtiwan Gon ariiic LAPT 
July, 141, 
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“Here, in the heart of the city,” he said, 
“Gre all the activity and interest which one 
looks for in a well-kept public park. There 
ore mothers wheeling their baby carriages, 
afternoon strollers, sailors ogling a girl who 
turns an indignant back, youngsters plaving 


and feeding the pigeons, When T was there 


sketching before making this picture, the whole 
scene had become more intensified) through a 
revent covering of snow.” 


An impressive panorama from a hill in Fair- 


mount Park struck Sample as a subject few 
painters could resist. The result was Sévline 
from the Philedelphia Missesm of Art (Plate 
VI). Another facet of the Philudelphia scene 
is presented in the painter's Schwwhill River, 
Winter (Plate XV). 

In sharp contrast to the bustle of Philadel- 
phia are Ernest Fiene’s Pennsylvanian Dutch 
pastorals, Fiene’s interest in Lancaster 
County is natural, Like muny ancestors of 
the Amish and Mennonites whose farm. lite 
he portrays, he was born in the Rhineland, 
He has twice returned to Europe to pursue 
his art stuces, and holds a2 number of awards. 

From Fiene’s brush came Tae Hex Sign 
(Plate LL), Wheet Pervest, Lancaster County 
(Plate IV), and Road te Eparata (Plate TX). 

Of the first painting, showing a farmer lead- 
ing a reluctant cow past a barn decorated with 
its mystic symbol, Fiene sated: | 

“| attempted to capture a mood of fear and 
superstitiin. The barn in its winter setting 
on a stormy dav, with a fantastic old tree-and 
crows circling in the sky, help to create the 
mood of foreboding which frightens man and 
beast, The hex, or witch, i& somewhere 
around: otherwise, the hex sien would nit 
be there” 

Wheat Harvest was painted from studies 
made on a sultry July day, the artist explained. 
He uchleel: 

“The rolling wheat fields against 9 dense 
sky are typical at this time af year. Acacia 
trees andl wild flowers on the narrow margin 
ef the romd and the generally peaceful at- 
mosphere indicate that one is in the heart of 
the Amish country, The harvesting machine 
drawn by mules represents ene of the few 
compromises the Amish have made with 
modernity.’ 

Rood to Ephrata was painted on the spot 
ona May afternoon, Here again the signs 
of a 2O0th-century world are absent, and the 
dominant note is one of brooding tranquillity. 
Woman and bey trudging along the road weat 
characteristic Amish costumes. In the dis- 
tance, n church thrusts its spire above the 
town of Ephrata. 

Wiliam Gropper, too, turned to the Penn- 


sylvania German country for one of his can- 
vases, Ephraty Market (Pinte XV). Gropper, 
a former New York newspaper cartoonist 
noted for his sititical secinl commentaries, 
jound the spirit of peace and plenty in Lon- 
caster County an inspiring incentive for 4 
creative artist. 
Amish and Mennonite People 

“The Amish and Mennonite farmers,” 
Gropper reported, “will not pose or permit 
any sketches to be made of themselves, They 
are honest, peace-loving, God-fearing, wonder- 
ful people, and I respect their wishes, [t le- 
came necessary for me to live with them and 
study then careiully, making only mental 
notes. When | was away by myself in the 
fields. [ would re-create from memory into 
my sketchbook the subjects for my paintings. 

“They were most interested in my project, 
ant we had many friendly talks, They had 
no objection to my portraying them, as Jong 
as they did not pose for the pictures.” 

In another mod, Gropper uses tich autumn 
colors in Hunting (Mate XV1), Such sporting 
scenes remind ane that Pennsylvania, while 
primarily an industrial and agricultural Siate, 
ale, enjoys unlimited opportunities for out- 
door recreation. 

Pittsburgh, the steel-sinewed giant sprawling 
among the hills where the Allegheny and 
Monongahela Rivers meet to form the Ohio, 
mspired the Gimbel artists to produce sonte 
of their most striking compositions. Aaron 
Bohrod, native of Tlinois and winner of many 
of the country's tost coveted art awards, tells 
how he exercised artistic license to create his 
dramatic From Caloary Cemetery (Plate V): 

With a little rearranging of same of the 
elements involved, the gravestone sculpture 
was placed an my panel in such a way that 
the Christ figure overlooked the smoke-black- 
ened but still colorful industrial valley of 
riitshurgh, | 

“The contrast between the benign statue 
and the implied hustle-bustle of inelustrial 
petiviiy seemed to me tremendously interest- 
ing. And the rhythmical topography, with 
frame houses standing on one another's showul- 
ders, seemed typical of the Pittsburgh ‘look.'” 

In From Monet Washington (Mate VUT) 
Bohrod concentrates on the less-publicieed 
backyard sspect of Pittsburgh rather than 
on the more glamorous view of the Golden 
Trinmele. 

On the outskirts of Pittshungh, near the 
Allegheny County Municipal Airport, Bobrod 
found the subject for bis Deneping Sieg. (Plate 
SIL). in which o livid stream of steel-mill 
waste cascades down a slope from @ train of 
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gondolas. Much of the airport was built on 
qround created by shag. 

“This an intrinsically dramatic setting,” 
Bolo said, “to chege the late afternoon, 
when the skies were darkening, so thot the 
red-hot, dingonally descending splash would 
have the effect of greater than usual glow," 

Pittsburgh sq fascinated Bohrod that ofter 
completing his work for the Gimbel Collection 
he painted a dozen more scenes there for his 
own pleasure, | 

The Steel City also provided a subject, for 
Adolf Dehn, of Minnesota, who surprised. the 
urt world nine vears ago by turning to water 
colors after spending twenty years building 
a reputation as an expert in lithography and 
Mack-and-white wash drawings. Dehn was 
one of aeroup of artists who created a series 
of paintings for the United States Navy, 

Dehn departed from Hteral saccurucy to 
Credle fndasinieal Arca te Pitishoreh ( Plate 
TT}. Pittsburghers. viewing the painting, 
have tried in vain to identify the locale. 
Actually, there is no such spot where the prin- 
cipal elements—smoking mills and old-fash- 
ioned homes in close juxtaposition—tend them- 
celves to grouping in a single comprsition. 


The Famous: Turnpike Portrayed 

Abandoning industrial scenes, Dehn turned 
to the open country for his Pennsylvania Turn- 
ee (Plate VIT), showing a section af the 
$70,000,000 superhighway which speeds mo- 
tor traffic 160 miles across the southern part 
of the State between Carlisle and Pittsburgh. 

“The great, clean curves cutting throuch 
the rolling landscape were exciting.” Dehn 
sald. “The only problem 1 had in making the 
picture was a thundershower. This actually 
pleased me, for it made for a dramatic sky.” 
~The mood and spirit of a mellower Penri- 
whvania of an cartier day ore reflected in 
Hobson Pittman s Muse Room al Strawberry 
Afensiin (Plate XT). Pittman has exhibited 
his work in all the important American 
NVSeLMS and in Venice, London, and Paris. 
The home he depicts. in Philadelphia's Fair- 
mount Park, was built in 1798 by Jude 
William Levis, friend of George Washington, 
It wes named for the wild strawberries which 
grew on the erounds, 

“T chose the music room of Strawberry 
Mansion,” Pittman said, “first of all, because 
Lam particularly fond of interiors, 

“There is an ageless warmth and personality 
throughout the house, and especially, i} seems 
to me, in this particular room. Old) things, 
faded things, and things thut have given 
Pleasure and happiness to generations, hove 
always given ine inspiration in my work," 


Fletcher Martin's choice of coal mining for 
his subjects seems. natural in view of the 
artist's background. Born in Colorada, be 
worked aso harvest hand, lumberiack, pro- 
fessional boser, and sailor before taking up 
painting seriowsly. His only formal art train 
Ing Was fH Corespondence course in cartooning 
which he touk at the age of ten, Tn 1939 he 
succecded Grant Woo as art instructor at 
the State University of Towa,

of mine scenes painted by “Martin. 

“To chose the subject of coal mining,” he 
said. “becatise it is a type of endeavor which 
has always interested me—dramatic and dan- 
gerous work involving man against Nature, 

“To experience my subject, I spent many 

days down in the mines, observing the various 
operations ate) making mumerous on-the-spwit 
sketches, This particular painting depicts o 
power hoist lifting an explosives car from the 
shaft terminal ty.a point high enough so that 
it can be switched to the proper tunnel by 
gravity. 
"The particular mine or colliery where T 
worked is a Glen Alden Coa) Company mine 
at Wilkes-Barre, The terminal shown is well 
over 1.000 feet below the surface. ‘Tunnels 
lead away from the terminal in all directions: 
“me folkow the vein for several miles. 

“T might add that the miner's head lamp 
makes an ideal sketching light.” 

When the collection first went on exhibition 
at the Philadelphia Academy of Fine Arts, tt 
(rew the largest crowds in the institution's. 
history—4,00) persons on opening day alone, 

In Pittsburgh, steel puddlers rubbed elbows 
with onllege students to view the callection at 
the Carnegie Institute and Library, When 
70,000 Pittsburghers were asked to vole for 
their favorite paintings, 10,000 complied and 
rewistered 99 different choices, 

Big crowds turned out at Harrisburg, where 
a precedent was set by hanging the paintings 
in the rotunda of the State Capitol, At State 
College, Reading, and many other places the 
public's respanse exceeded the highest hopes 
Of the sponairs, 

After completing its tour of Pennsylvania 
citles and towns, by invitation the collection 
will visit other parts of the country and per- 
haps inspire others to create similar wrtistic 
records «of (their home State. In all, it faces 
about five years of travel before coming to rest 
a4 the nucleus of a permanent State art exhibit. 
If the sponsoring committee's hopes are ful- 
filled, the collection will be housed fn a bulld- 
ing specially erected for the purpose.

B came in, doctor,” Ahmet greeted me 


_F at the entrance to his house in a 
amall Anntolian village near Ankara. ‘This 
western part of Turkey is equivalent to Asia 
Minor (map, page 60). 

Like most of his Anatolian peasant neih- 
bors, Abmet was of middle height, strong, 
muscular, and deeply burned by the sun, My 
companions entered the house with me, since 
it is the custom of Anatolian hospitality for 
a peasant’s welcome to his physician to In- 
clude off who arrive at the coor with him. 

In the villages of Anatolia the people have 
ii high regard for doctors, dnd particularly 
for the professors of the clinics of the Ankara 
University. They make virtual pilgrimages 


ty Ankara to consult physicians of the State's: 


Model Hospital, often traveling for days by 
horse-lrawn cart, by donkey. or on foot. 
There they ote given advice and every care 
without cost, 


Women Now Permitted to Greet Guests 

In deference to Anatolian custom, we took 
off cur shoes before going inte the living room. 
at the door of which the women of the house- 
hold greeted us. This courtesy would not 
have been possible before the time of Kemal 
Atatirk., Mohummedan custom then did not 
permit «uch freedom to wormern, 

Meticulously clean, the trampled earthen 
floor wis covered with Aim rugs. The wall, 
with two small windows, was token up by a 
low pilllow-strewn divan, In one corner were 
piled thin wool mattresses, carefully folded, 
together with ceverlets and pillows filled with 
woo! of the good Jocal sheep, Melons, grapes. 
and peppers hung by strings from the ceiling, 
and on the window sills were squashes. 

Ahmet directed us to places on the divan, 
aviting the men first He.and his family then 
eat around ws on the floor, some with crossed 
levs. 

After everyone had taken his place, the 
‘Turkish word for ‘How are you?” went around 
to ench guest.

“Good Morning, Sir” Even at Night 


On a Min Street in the United States sach 
a quartet would seem strange, Yet today 
these islanders are wards of Uncle Sam. 

Wherever I went, some brown-skinned 
iskander was always spreading a mat for me 
to sit on, opening a fresh coconut for me to 
drink, and trying to speak my languare. 

“Good morning, sir,’ was a smiling greeting 
as likely to be heard at dusk as al daybreak, 
Lut eloquent of friendliness. 

Today, as an outcome of war, the United 
Stules governs some 31,000 Of these cenit he 
Pacific island folk. On July 18, 1947, by 
agreement of the Security Council of the 
Unite) Nations and approval by Congress, 
vor Government officially took over control 
of the islands of the former Japanese Manrlate 
as the United States Trust Territory of Pacific 
Islands. 

Hefore the war few persons had visited 
these islands, os the Japanese maintained 
jealous control over the region.

Scores of other islands misse| the news 
headlines. Consider such musically oomed 
places as Ailinglapalap, Pingelap, Puluvwat, 
satawan, Babelthuap, and Kapingamarangi! 

As its mime implies, Micronesia is made op 
of small islands. More than 2,000 land spots 
cluster about 60 atolls or He apart as indl- 
vidual units within the three groups, the Mar- 
shalls, Carolines, and Marianas, which are 
embraced by our Trusteeship.” 

All the land spots gathered into a single 
niass woul! haye an area of only 637 square 
miles, litthe more than half the size of Rhode 
island. ‘That total-excludes Guam, which has 
belonged to the United States since 1898, 

These small islinds are spread over an nrea 
considerably larger than the whole United 
states. They are scattered over roughly 
3,500,000. square miles (map, page 77). 

From the easternmost atoll of the Mar- 
shalls westward to the ishinds off the Faluus 
Is 2.800 miles. Between the most northerly 
outpost of the Mariunas aol Kapingamsrangi, 
just north of the Equator, is a span of more 
than 1,300) miles. 

On the larger islands many natives favor 
Westen clothes (Plate XVI). But on the 
more remote dots of land the people are as 
primitive in apprarance as the caneecists who 
greeted us at Puluwat, Their women folk 
are clad in short wrap-around -skirts woven 
af wild hibiscus fiber ( Piste Vil 1.

Most homes here are small thatched struc- 
tures. Some stand on short piles above the 
ground: floors of others are only coral pebbles 
covered with. matting (Plate VE). 

Far more imposing are the canoe sheds on 
the islands: Huge breadfruit pillars and heavy 
crossheams support the high-peaked thatched 
roofs. Their members are laced together with 
cocontt-fiber twine (page 79). 

Once these conor sheds were “all men 
houses, from which women were barred. 
They still serve as local clubs and community 
gathering places, On a number I saw clusters 
of tare shesite and dry fish hanging in the 
apen gables. “For good luck and good crops,’ 
Chief Ayster said, 

Every village has many canoes, large and 
emull, 7 saw several under construction, 

The hull is bellowed and shaped from 
a single breadiroit log, Decorative prows, 
outrigger, and olher parts are fastened into 
place entirely iy twine, Not a cnnil-or screw 
is used, Cracks andl lacing holes are then 
caked with tree gums (Phite V). 

When the villagers cannot git canvas for 
sails, they make them of matting. 

These light, trim craft seem to flv before a 
sood breeze. They are always sailed with the 
outrigger to the windwarl. So, instearl of 
tacking, the canoeist lifts the sprit of the 
triungilar sil and shifts it to the opposite 
end of the boat, then gaily sails of in a mew 
direction, the stern now becoming the prow, 


A 3X-mile Soil for Cigarettes 


Adew months before 7 visited Puluwat, 
several of the islanders had sailer] a seagoing 
canoe to Trok ond back, a round trip of some 
$50 miles, just to Buy cigarettes! In all, 
they hada total of Sly, With this they 
bouvht cigarettes for the whole island, 

As you sail into the Namonulita group, you 
find yourself in a king-size atoll. “The istands 
and reef sprawl in o rough triangle ti bem 
2 lagoon of some 134 square miles. Next to 
those uf Kwalalein and Truk, it is the biggest 
lageon in the ‘Trust Territory, Tu get from 
lull, atane corner, to Oneari, Ono, or Pisaras, 
on the opposite side, you travel abut 50 miles, 

The western islands are tufted with feathery 
cocommt palms, Only on Ulul [slatd are the 
trees set in orderly rows, “There, sume years 
ago, the Belgiun tiomily of Etscheit, from 
Ponape, established a large plantation. 

Cocenut= play a remarkable role in the lite 
of all these Micronesian peoples; “They drink 
the water of youns coconuts, prepare food anil 
milk from the mature nuts, and make delicious 
calacds from both the sprouting nuts and the 
palm hearts. 
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They use the coconut’s husks for fuel, Hight 
lamps with its wil, twist the fiber into twine, 
weave the leaves into mats and baskets, and 
thatch their homes with the big fronds, 

Copra, the dried meat, yields rich oils used 
in the manufacture of soaps, marearines, and 
other products, Prom most of the islands we 
took off many canoe loads of copra (Mlates 
TTT and TX}, 

Leaving the Namonuitos, we returned to 
Truk. And from there | shipped almost im- 
ewately on another field trip going south. 

Chiel Artie of Truk went aking os interpreter 
und assistant to the civil administration officer. 

Sailing one alternnuen out of ane of Truk’s 
south passes, we skirted near-by Kuop atoll 
and set course for Namoluk. Early the next 
morning we arrived off its reef. 

The coral burrier enclosing the triangular 
lagoon of Namoluk atoll has only a. single 
shullow pass. Large craft are barred, and 
the entrance is so norrow that the islanders 
build their canes with outriggers coupled 
Close to the hulls (Plate V). 

When the tide is low much of the reef is 
wwash, and the piled-up waters of the lagoon 
pour from the passaye like a milluce. Bont- 
men have-to paddle and pole furiously in. the 
twisting channel. 

Live corml on these reefs displays fantastic 
formations and hues. Here sparkle vivid 
yellows, greens, reds, and bright purples. 
Within the lagoon, too, dort brilliant fish. 
Many sea cucumbers (héchede-mer), star- 
fish, and other strange sen creatures dot the 
oceon Moor (page 76), 

ln Namoluk 1 found a marked difference 
from the western izlinds, Its homes are dis- 
persed more widely. Paths, lined with green 
bushes of edged with coral rocks, thread 
through the coconut palms and huge bread- 
Iruit trees (Plate AVI), 

The people here, as in Truk, wear foreign: 
Ivpet Clothes. Their herises; too, are cot 
structed mainly of wood. Some even have 
glass witilows, A church, dispensary, and 
meeting house are of wood or plaster. 

The Namoi group, our next stop, consist= mf 
three separate atolls—Ftal, Lukunor, and Sata- 
wan As we cruised toward them we could 
sec all three at one tinve from the ship's bridge. 

tal, like Samoluk, has a closed lagoon, 
so again we bad to lie off the island. Here 
the people have a whalebout to ferry puas- 
sengers ashore. We landed on o coral pier 
built on the open sea 

Practicwly all of tht Nomot tslands have 
these coral stone piers ond stone sea walls, 
Perhaps the most extensive comstruction is 
on Lukunor, where we next stopped,

Women were busy weaving fons, belts, mats, 
and other handicraft articles from pandanis, 
coconut, and hibiscus. They besieged we for 
even red ink and blue carbon paper 
with which to colour the fibers: 

Except lor the space of the ship passage 
Intd the lagoon, you.can walk almost dryshod 
Irom the village center of Lukunor to that 
on Oneop—it you pick the nght time. A 
chin of narrow islands lies between them 
along the south side of the atoll, and at low 
tide sections of reef are bared. 

I took the casier way ond rode by ship to 
Cmneop, We cinged ashore, there to be met 
by the entire village lined up along the pier 
puthway, We could see the fine hand of the 
Village headman in the reception, for all 
chanised “Gomi morning, Sir’ as each of us 
Wilked up the path! 

Had it been the first villace -T visited, 1 
would have thought, too, that the ¢hief had 
Froomerl the island for our lenefit. But 
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evervwhere the paths and yard plots are 
swept and kept free of fallen leaves. 

When we were ready to leave, | saw several 
villagers carrying bundles to the pier, One 
passenger we were to take back to Truk was 
the schoolteacher, going there for a peridd of 
training, Schoolchildren crowded the pier to 
wave her farewell, Many of the young girls 
sobbed as she left (Plates XTV and XV). 

As we sailed out of Lukunor and again as 
we were entering Satawan atoll, we ran inte 
enormous schools of porpoises: In each school 
there must have been at least a hunelredd, 
leaping and caverting ahead of our ship. 

CM the four islands we visited in Satawan 
atoli—More, Kutu, Ta, and Satawan—the 
last is largest. Numerous other preen islets 
strew the northern curve of the reef like dots 
and dashes on @ telegraph Lape. 

Several Japanese landing barges and on 
ainplane lie wrecked about the pier and beach 
at Satawan (Plate 110), Tn the center of the 
island | also saw several trucks, light tanks. 
marine engines, guns, and «ther war gear. 
Here, too, the Japanese laid out an. airstrip. 

Today some native families ore living in 
houses the Japanese built, Many had sal- 
vaged aluminum from wrecked planes: and 
fashioned it into pots and pans. 


Anctent Tabous Survive 


Much of Micronesia has been Christianized 
for vears. Often, however, vou find odd rem- 
nants of ancient beliefs. On Kutu I came 
upon a clump of coconut trees whose trunks 
were encincled with fringes of coconut leaves. 
Dry fronds ane follen nuts littered the ground. 

“Tabeo,” explained a villager, when 0 asked 
the renson. 

“Whe taboo?” 

“Owner die, We not touch for one year” 

This taboo-marked gerive happened to oc- 
cipy the space between the two village 
churches. 

After spending three days in the atoll, we 
headed southward to Nukwoero and Kapinga- 
marine) (page Ao}. 

These two gemlike atolls, unlike the other 
islands of the ‘Trust Territory, are inhabited 
by Polynesian, not. Micronesian, peoples. 

A group of Polynesian sea wanderers ejther 
was leit on these islanls at the time of some 
migratory movement or was cast up here when 
its canoes were blown far off course. | 

They are now hundreds of miles from their 
Polynesian kin. More than 500 of these 
golden-hrown folk live on Kapingamarangt; 


fewer than half thal number are on Nukuorn, 


We went first to Kapingamarang. Jt was 
feast day when we arrived at the atoll. 
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The village wos having a double wedding 
and a banquet, ‘The feast also was a farewell 
party for Dr, Peter H. Buck, Director of the 
Bishop Museum in Honolulu, who, with three 
anthropologist companions, had been making 
a study of the people. 

We ate taro, breadfruit, and coconuts, pire- 
pared singh and ina variety of combinations, 
and gorged ourselves on other dishes of fish, 
rice, and pork. 

When we came to leave, almost everyone 
in Kaningamarangi, it seemed, padiled out 
to our ship to say farewell. Even the ruling 
chief, gracious King David, who stands nearly 
six fret fall and mist weigh 300 pounds, 
came ulongside in his huge white canoe. 

We were fortunate with weather when we 
arrived off Nukuore, The sea was calm, (mn 
previous calls in the past three months rough 
witer had prevented loading of copra. Sev- 
eral canoes had been damaged in trving to 
come alongside to transter passengers, 

For a day and a half we drifted off the 
lagoon entrance to load 40-odd tons of copra 
from the procession of bobbing canes. 

Nukuoro hae had more contact with other 
islands, particularly Ponape, ‘than hus Eu- 
Pingamainrng. Some of its homes are wood- 
framed and its church is a plastered, thick- 
coral-walle:| structure roofed with sheet iron. 
At church service the Scripture lessen is read 
from a Ponsapean-language Bible, The ser- 
mon is delivered by the ative pastor in 
Polynesian tongue, 

Copra loading completed, we headed for 
Truk inte a gathering storm) front. 

After reaching Truk I flew to Ponape, 
one of the two largest islands. in the Terri- 
tory, Thad planned to see the experimental 
farms the Japanese hac) planned, and als 
visit its mystery tuins of Nanmatol, on the 
suuthenst coast, where foergettien ancients 
erected colossal structures from gmt lengths 
of prismatic basalt rowk, 

T then expected to ga oon field trips ti 
Neatik, Moki, Pingelap, and Kusaie. Un- 
fortunately, i mild outbreak of encephalitis 
hud caused the imposition of a quarantine in 
some Ponapean villages; so Thad to turn back.

As son as the races wete over, each village 
sroup staged iis own folk dances: Group after 
group of men, women, or children swayed, 
hopped, and chanted until darkness overtook 
them. 

After watching this primitive Vap spectacle, 
T found Roror a bit tame. 


Japanese Town Alinoxt Obliteruted 

Under Japanese rule, Koror was chief ad- 
ministrative center for the Mandate. The 
Japanese built a thriving town here for some 
20,000 persons, Practically the whole settle- 
ment was bombed, burned, or torn away, 

The Navy has erected Quonset homes and 
ofices and ts utilizing a few Japanese stroc- 
tures that were not tow badly adamageil, 

Formed larzely of rugged upthrusts of coral 
rock and rime by vivid teef waters, the 
Paluus are a striking scenic group. Many 
if the stnall islinds are so steep and vine- 
entangled that one can hardly scramble up 
their sides. 

American troops learned about their rough 
cave-pitted geography when they wrested 
Peleliu and Angour from the Japanese during 
the war, | came to sppreciate it, too, when 
IT sought out an isolated caye where a huge 
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disk of Yap money lies only partially cut 
from solicl limestone (page $2), 
Comparatively few Talanans live on Koror, 
Peletiv and Angaur, now abandoned as. mili- 
tary bases, also have small settlements. ‘The 
majority of the islanders dwell on big Babel- 
thuap, at the northern end of the grow. 

Babelthuar is volcanic in origin and conse- 
quently very fertile, It is-26 miles long and 
10 miles witle, Hut practically all of its 
interior is empty. The villages are scattered 
about its rim. 

In some villages I found fine, elaborately 
decorated ghaty, or meeting houses, built long 
age of huge breadfruit timbers. A few old- 
stvle thatech-roofed homes remain, but most 
of them are -small tm-rooferd structures. 

The chief commercial output of the islinds 
at present is trochus shell, dsed for making 
mother-af-pearl buttons, | saw the season's 
crop of more than 300 tons awaiting ship- 
ment. Copru trode is negligible because of 
the havoc wrought on the coconut trees by 
rhinogeris beetles, 

Yap Ruked by Fierce Typhoons 

Heavy storm clouds hung over the Paolawus 
when we bounced off the choppy luguon 
waters and tok to the sir, Weather over 
Yap was so thick we hod to pass that island 
by. Not until we neared Guam did we run 
into sunshine, | 

A few days later: we were to hear more of 
this storm front. Suddenly the tropical dis- 
turbance bad churned itself inte o raging 
typhoon. ft lashed over Vap, lifted roots 
off warehouses, steve in the walls of hans 
and the hospital, and damaged food supplies. 

Not. only was Yap in the path of this roanng. 
demon, but within. Titth more than two 
months tdree other big Wows tipped across the 
iskand, The lost 10Q-mile-an-howr gale was 
followed by (wo devastating waves. 

In the Marianas I found the people of Rota 
slowly getting their plantings and homes re- 
established from damage caused! by a typhoon 
that struck that island the season before, 

Tinian [sland teday looks almost as if @ 
typhoon had hit it, too. [ts big B-29 runways 
are bare except for creeping snails. Its camps 
are empty and rotting away, Gardens ond 
truck patches have grown up to webs: 

In 1944 and 1945. the island was.a teeming 
sirhuse. From its miles of concrete airstrips 
fleets of Superfortrresses took aff to bomb 
Japan. Here the atomic bombs were loaded 
for the strikes at Hiroshima and Nawasakt. 

Now Tinian is a ghost island. more barren 
by far than either Hiroshima or Nagasaki. 
Qur military forces have moved out, and the 
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Japanese and Okinawan civillans hive been 
sent te their homelands. 

Saipan, next coor, still functions as a mili- 
liry base, upon a reduced scale, However, 
this island has a community of nearly 5,000 
Chamorro and Caroline islanders, 

Until war come, they were a minority people 
among the many Japanese and Okinawan resi- 


dents. The Japanese allowed them little, and. 


the war destroyed the litth: they peseessest, 

| had seen these folk as they atroygled 
through the Japanese battle lines and made 
Camp in a muddy compound of makeshift 
shelters. ‘Today the village of Chalan Konoa 
is being rebuilt, Many farmers are settled on 
the soll, other persons have shops, and the 
Carolinians: are operating a fishing company. 


Saipan Cherishes lis Eleetrie Lights 

The Chatmorros are a proud people, They 
ure mindful of the culture they gained fron 
the Spanish, whose blood is mingled in their 
veins, "They maturally wish to regain what 
they once had. 

During the battle for Saipan the island's 
electric system, like everything else, was de- 
strove, To provide electricity, needed on 
the base, our military forces brought in field 
wieneralers, AS an assistance messure thev 
also furnished current to the island homes. 

Recently, when the chil administrators were 
directed to re-establish the people on a “self- 
sustaining basis, the subject of electricity was 
brought before the native councilmen, ‘They 
were told that the expense of operating such 
generators was high, and were given the rates 
that would have to le charged if electricity 
was proyviced, . 

The councilmen agreed that the villagers 
Coulel not afford the expense and would have 
to turn to kerosene lamps on canilles. 

The peowle thought otherwise, They ousted 
the counciimen, elected 14 new members, ancl 
decided to keep their lights at whatever cost! 

Leaving the Marianas, | flew back to the 
Marshalls to have o postwar look at that 
large islund group, 

I shipped out of Kwajalein by LST with a 
civil administration field team on ao circuit to 
a number of the atolis. 

At the time of my previous visit, many of 
the Marshallese still were on islands other 
than their own, Some had been transferred 
by the Japanese for foreed labor, Others had 
Hed from the four Jopanese-occupied atolls— 
Jalint, Mili, Maloelap, and Wotje—which our 
forces had by-passed in the Marshall Islands 
campaign, 

Today the people are back on their home 
islands, They have been unable to occupy 


places where the Japanese camped, for these 
were heavily bombed ant are still useless. 
Nor do they use the war-blasted lund spots 
upon which we set up military installations, 
Kut they are comfortably settled on adjacent 
islands it these same atolls, 

We stupped at progressive Likiep Atoll, 
where live the mixer] Marshallese descendant: 
of two early Pacific traders, Capelle and De 
Brum—one a German, the other Portuguese, 

When we rode into the lagoon, two minlget 
motorbouts came racing oul to welcome us: 
These craft immediately aroused my interest. 
On other islands | had seen only outrigger 
canoes, — 

Later | learned that they had been built 
by one of the Capelles. He had obtained from 
surplus war supplies two motors used to 
operate auxiliary generators in airplanes, and 
then had patterned the tiny hulls after pic- 
tures he had seen in ah American magazine! 

Almost every part showed imaginatiye in- 
genuity. The steering wheels, for instance, 
were fashioned from 40-mm. shells, He hac 
split the brass cusitigs, spread them out to 
form spokes, and then attached a rim cut 
from plywood, 

At one stop the islind chief asked me to 
help him make out an order to a U.S, mail- 
order house! 

Among oll the Marshallese, the residents 
of Rongerik seem most uncertain over their 
future. They were moved here from Bikini 
prior to the atom bomb tests in that atell in 
the summer of Lo46.* 

Biking Natives Move Agutn 

Rongerik is a consilerably smaller island 
group than was Bikini, and its food supplies 
are somewhat more limited. Administrative 
Ofticials have told the peuple they might move 
to some other islinds and suggested the rich, 
hitherto unercupled atoll of Ujelang. 

But they want to go back to Bikini, not 
understanding the radioactive forces unloosed 
there, 

The subject has heen discitssed many tintes. 
And now they:are being moved to Kwajalein 
until such time as they may select a perma- 
nent home. 

When 7 left the Marshalls, preparations 
were also under way to transfer the 1348. na- 
tives of Eniwetok over to Ujelang. Except 
for sentiment, they can hardly regret leaving, 
for several of the main islands were razed to 
thetr bare coral bases during the war. 

Eniwetok now is the testing ground for new 
ilomic weapon experiments,

For 
the factors which have combined to keep the 
country in the financial clear are a peaceful 
past, o sober basic economy, and a wnitue 
“industry” which assumes that stamps should 
he printed to make money rather than merely 
to be put on letters. 


More Than 600 Veors Old 
Liechtenstein’s history is complex and regal. 


; LONE among the countries of Europe, 


Tts status 28 a sovereign state goes back to 


May 3, 1342, when Count Hartmann 1 became 
ruler of the Prine ipulity of Vaduz, the castle- 
crowned Tittle tawn of 2.400 inhabitants that 
is now Liechtenstein'’s capital. 

By 1434 this small province bad visi en- 
larger in the truditional feudal way cisti- 
tain the two separate counties of Schcticahers 
and Varuz, both af which were held a= im- 
mediate fiels to the Holy Roman Empire. 

Neirly JOO vears later, in 1719, Emperor 
Charles V1 confirmed their possession by the 
house of Liechtenstein and authorized them 
to be known as the Principality—the Fiirster- 
tam—which remains to this day, — | 

Two diplomatic somersaults in the early 
Sth century gave the country three different 
allegiances within ten years. In July, 1808, 
the then ruler, John 1. seceded from. the 
Empire anil joined the Confederition of the 
Rhine under the aegis of Napoleon. After 
the collapae at Waterloo, he joined the Ger- 
man Confederation, and when the Confedera- 
tion finally expired in 1866 the Principality 
became politically independent, 

Liechtenstein has remained free ever since,

in spite of strong spiritual ttes with Austria— 
and the attempts of a small group of Austrian 
Nazis, who, with a handful of Liechten- 
steiner, marched across the frontier near Felil- 
kirch at miinight on March 74, 1939, In an

They were politely handed back actoss the 
frontier after their failure, and seven years 
later, in the summer of 1947, twelve of them 
were tried by the authorities and received 
prison sentences. 


Wartime Refuge for Escaping Allies 


Throughout the war, Liechtenstein re- 
miained) poised perilously between Hitler and 


Switzerland. From Liechtenstein’s “happy 
valley” of the Malbun, the Gernan M ggihir 


who looked enviously down could be 
guarding the Austrian frontier ridge. 

There were, of course, polite diplomatic in- 
quiries from the Releh, inquiries which grew 
when the number of American and British 
Prisoners escaping to the country from Ger- 
tiany andl Austria reached the hundreds, The 
Germans well knew it would have been much 
easier to guard the Rhine frontier than the 
mountain rice. 

Nevertheless, Liechtenstein -stuck to her 
moral guns, She hac no other, for the coun- 
try has bad no army since 1868 and the last 
Liechtenstein soldier died in 1943 at the age 
of Ol. 

Even troops from Switzerland were for- 
bidden to enter the country. (with the excep- 
tion of the. customs officers allowed under the 
Customs Union of 1924).

Liechtenstein, a number of those stump “mis- 
prints’ for which collecturs are willing to pay 
exceptional prices. | 

All of this has added up to an “industry” 
which today brings the country a fifth to a 
quarter of jis revenne.

Next door to the gleaming white Post Office 
in Vaduz, which cost 200,000 Swiss francs 
(about 346,720) and was paid for by a single 
day’s sale of a special issue, is the Post Mu-

There I saw, as you may see, the series 
which raised much of the money for Liech- 
tenstein’s lfi-mile Haupt Canal, completed 
in 1943 at a cost of 4,000,000 Swiss frances:

The town's ¢mall boys were selling their 
own Ewo-sets ration at a comfortable profit, 
On the special envelope stamps then cost 
toughly 30 cents, but a few months Inter 
their price had soured to 320, 

Tt was a great day for Herr Rudolf Strub, 
flienp and smiling like most Liechtensteiners 
aid with gray curling hair. As Postmaster 
General since the 1920's, he is one of the 
Inost important men in Liechtenstein, ranking 
in the hierarchy with his brother David. who 
is President of the Diet.

Here live the First, Francis Joseph IT, 
Prince of Liechtenstein, Duke of ‘Troppau 
and of Jiverndorf; his wife Princess Gina 
(formerly Countess Gina von Wilezek): and 
their small heir to the throne, chubby Prince 
Johannes (“Hans”) Adam Pius, who was 
three years old last February. 

The happy Prince and Princess. seemeil 
pleased to show travelers arotind their medi- 
eval home, the lovely hillside castle which 
appears to have been lifted from the pages 
mM Anthony Hope.

From Vaduz, where on a clear day vou can 
look north to Lake Constance (Boden See}, 
andl far to the south and east, vou climb 
nh corkscrew road that matches in difficulty 
any of the great Alpine posses, although it 
climbs a mete 3,200 feet. 

A 320-fout tunnel (partly puid for by 
stampa) pierces the crest of the ridge, and 
then vou have left the rest of Liechtenstein 
for a new high mountain world and are sud- 
denly looking down on what all of Liechten- 
stein calls “the last road in Eyrape.” 

You reach it, and the valley through which 
it ruts, al Steg, a pimple of a place far below, 
where you talk. to Hans in the customs post, 
stop at the Gitte inn with its red and white 
shutters, anc meet the happy people who live 
in the little lonely houses, 

Hn this frontier, Hans the poard is smiling: 
The eropty road is the treason why. For the 
first time.in ten winters there is nobody hurrv- 
ing down pust the church with a tole instead 
(fa passport and a gun Instead af a rucksack. 
Today the inhalitants of the Malhun Valley, 
which Hans guards, are getting ready for 
skiing parties from Vadus rather than for 
the refugees who once clambered desperately 
across the Sareiser Pass at its head. 


An Anteroom to Sanctuary 


Geography and politics, Hans explained, 
once. turmed this little stretch of Evurtpe, an 
nhnimportant hyway on the approaches to 
the Swiss Alps, into the queerest border 
zone of the Western World, an anteroom to 
sunctuary sling between the mountain ridge 
through which vou have possed ond the 
second ridge that cuts it off from the rest 
af Liechtenstem, 

If vou have ever come from Innsbruck, as 
| have done, across the Arlberg Pass wires 
the international exapress creases the watersherl 
on its way between Vienne ond Paris, you will 
understand why. Northwest and southwest 
the passes lead ta Switzerland. It is only due 
west, across the Sireiser Pass, which leads to 
the Malbun Valley, that you may reach 
Liechtenstein, 

Across that pass, low enough to be crossed 
on skis even in midwinter, came the. first 
refugees from Hitlers rise and the last. ones 
from his fall, Spies, Jews, scientists, anc ordi- 
nary cominon people who had had enough of 
the Nazis (and later a few who had had

enough of the Russians} came the sme wavy. 
For in spite of the Customs Union with Switz- 
erlund, Liechtenstein was a little different, 
portly because its frontiers were less’ aile- 
quately marmerd, 

Refugees could ship back across the moun- 
thing if their plans went astray, They could 
reach the ridge bevond the Malbun Valley, 
lobk down on the far river frontier with 
Switzerlind, and, unless they were unlucky. 
«till decide to cross neither Rhine nor meta- 
phorical Rubicon, 

A good many Allied airmen and other es- 
caped prisoners of war came over the prass; 
and, during the shambles of the great collapse 
in 1945 when the Russians hod taken enstern 
Austria, so did 500 Russians who liked the 
look. of the West. | 

And, over the red Vaduszer wine, as the 
euurds and peasants close the shutters aeainst 
the winter cold, they still talk of Martin 
Bormann, Hitler's deputy, who has never been 
four, 

In Liechtenstein most men were born with 
Austria In their veins; their fathers were Aus- 
trian, mid thei? fathers’ fathers before them, 
Hereditary sympathy, so the srgument runs, 
will have made jt simple fur a Naat leader 
to have lain low in Liechtenstein until the 
shouting died. 

It is an intriguing theory. I have talked 
it out with hundreds of the men who live here, 
customs officers and police, men who run the 
litle villages which make up Liechtenstein, 
and men who live high up in these lovely 
hills, [t seems little more than a theory. 

Yet os you mount the dusty road past the 
little white church into the upper Malbun 
Valley, Austria is already very near: you 
sense it in the air, though what you really 
smell is the smoldering fire around which the 
guards have warmer themselves at the end 
of the night patrol. 

The Winston Churchill of Liechtenstein 

You reach a wooden Alpen hotel, with its 
cheery eating room for unexpected travelers 
and its great black lwok of names from both 
sides of the frontier. 

And then, beyond the hotel, vou see for 
the first time, petering out under a gray 
cirque «af cliffs and delicate crags, the end 
of “the last road in Europe.”

Outside his chalet, where the cows-sleep in 
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the next room and the pigs in the roum be 
youd that, he smokes away during his: shart 
vitations from Vaduz, six miles distant and 
4,000 feet below, As he smiled in the strong 
sunlight and pointed to the frontier ridge, he 
bold of his part in guiding through the difficult 
postwar years the minute country which even 
the contented Swiss call “the oasis of the 
peice,” 

Herr Nige, today tripleschinned and in the 
portly middle fifties, was once a “coming 
voung man’ who in the years after World 
War T played his part In bringing about the 
Customs Union with Switzerland. The coun- 


ry has responded by tuming him into a 


legend while he is still alive. 

From Balzers, his home town near the 
southern tip of the country, where Gutenherg 
Castle guards the entrance to Switzerland, two 
the northern frontier 15 miles away, the Liech- 
lensteiners sayz “When the hat is seen, Nigz 
has arrived and all is well.” 

Like the comments on his stomach and the 
thin black Srisseges from the Swiss Canton of 
Ticino that be smokes all day, the remark is 
an affectionate prod at the man with the most 
famous headgear and the mest ilhistriows 
silhouette in. the country. 

Unemployment? Print a Stamp! 

Nigg has tastes a4 slmple and as satisfying 
as his explanation of the country's ecanamic 
pesition, “We have got no unemployed,” be 
old me. "When they occur, we sanction a 
new road amd they con do the job of building 
it.

For 18 years he has gone back, faithfully 
once every 12 months, to the same gray chalet 
in the Malbun Valley.

Rare Jewels: in Profasten 

Hovering over his treasures, the jeweler 
brought cut a huge antique ring, Tt was 
studded with more than a dozen different 
gems, chosen to bring their wearer good for— 
tune, Few places in the world have assembled 
7 many treasures in such little space as this 
Fort shopping area. 

Among my priged possessions, from a Cev- 
lon family’s treasured heirlooms, are a delicate 
coconut shell, carved ina bygone age by a 
Galle master, and a gold filigree creation by 
i Jaffna craftsman of old, This last is exqiii- 
sitely set with pearls and rubies and mounted 
on polished yellow tortoise shell resembling 
amber, Jaffna’s jewelers today limit thern- 
selves to simpler filigree, 

Island repousst always wing admiration, 
Craftsmen serve apprenticeship. os vouths at 
the Kandy Art Museom. There we saw them 
learning cutwork and repoussé on small brass 
articles: Later they work with silver and cop- 
per overlay, finally graduating to silver. Many 
of their designs are evupier! from stone cary- 
ings unearthed at ancient temples. 

A wonderful repository of Lanka's ancient 
lore & Colomho Museim in Cinnamon Gar- 
dens, 0 cinnamon reserve in Dutch times. Now 
it is a residential quarter with specious mitt 
sins set in lawns: carpeted seasnmally with 
the soft blue petals of the jacaronda. Many 
af its avenues become a riot af bloom as the 
flamboyants blaze forth In orange and flame. 

Like a tonic was an early-morning canter 
through Victoria Park, where from several 
points the dome of the Town Hall looms 
through the trees. In the vicinity are modern 
hospitals. 

My foreign visitors were always delichted 
with the splendid exhibits at the Museum, 
where there are excellent copies in oil of the 
famous: frescoes of Sigiriya (page 135).

plantations, we watched happy groups of men, Tamil, and Sinhalese trading groups: 
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Fascinated as we had been by Colombe, we 
welcomed the news that we should ultimately 
be stationed at remote Tangalla, gateway to 
the southern jungle, Nature has layishly be 
stowed unrivaled diversity of scene upon this 
favored isle, 

T traversed by read or rail the palm-fringed 
coast, the arid northern regions of palmyras, 
the ancient ruined cities in the jungles, the 
almost treeless, rolling, grassy expanses of the 


middle elevation, and lofty peaks of the 


glorious hill country which had required 
such engineering skill to penetrate, Changes 
of recent years have fuiled to shatter an age- 
Old serenity or to disturh deep-rooted customs 
of this litth nation. 

In the sunlight, thatched dwellings of fish- 
ing hamlets appeared as tawny as the sands on 
which frail outrigger canoes were beached, 
Hollowed out of tree trunks, these canoes had 
outrigvers and musts joined and held fast by 
coir rope, Every sunset they bear the island 
fishermen far out to sea, 


Lanka's Fishing Fleet Glows at Night 

Usual garb of these fishermen is a sarong 
anit derelict straw hat studded with hooks, to 
which they add a thick blue jersey as they set 





out with harpeons hung with rope and lines 


sting over their shoulders. The lights of 
Lanka's fishing fleet formed a glimmering 
chain for miles along the clistant horizon, 

While we were in Colombo, we frecuently 
visiter] the fishing community at Mutwal, near 
the harbor, On weekdays it was busy with 
fishing, but on Sundays, when church’ bells 
peat, beaches were deserted except for a 
few men placidly mending their nets, 

Men arrive periodically fron tndia to barter 
nets for corklike finmidella (refia dibie) 
logs. When their purchises ore completed, 
they tie the logs into rafts and return on them 
to their home ports in Indias. 

Duty kept is a few months at one of the 
largest fishing colonies, Moratuwa, a bustling 
township of about 50.000, just twelve miles 
south of Colombo, Every morning we were 
awakened by a melodious Ao-ti-he, Ao-li-hakh, 
chanted by tishermen dragging in their heavily 
liden nets, Eager hands on the beach were 
ready to assist them, and with amazing speed 
the catch was sorted, auctioned, packed in 
baskets, and rushed to morketa; 

Moratuwa owes its prosperity to the fishing 
industry of its forebears, Many of its fine 
churches, mansions, and schools are mute tes- 
limony to a golden age when fortunes were 
mate, In our mansion in a coconut grove 
‘long the sea. front we were virtually Jost 
among twenty rou, 
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Cn a hill adjoining the fishing colony we 
found carpentérs in their own settlement, 
producing in paloeshaded open sheds most of 
the furniture admired in Colombe shops, 

The day finally came when we could con- 
tinue on to our southern station. 

Early risers were scrubbing their teeth with 
coconut twigs and performing their ablutions 
in the garden. Mothers were bathing their 
infants in the sunny compound. Children 
trudged toward vernacular schovls in the 
villages, or to English schools in the towns. 
Stray dogs sunned themselves in the middle 
of the highway, Aged bullocks, abandoned 
to their fate, ambled along before our car. 

When we suggested to the carter who sup- 
plied ws with water that he have his old bull 
slaughtered, he burst out, “What? My bull? 
Never! Why, he is ke my father. He has 
fed me!" 

At a tavern, where a smoldering coir rope 
dangles conveniently to light a cimarette, a 
Jaffna cheroot, or the villager’s twisted palm- 
leaf torch, we saw young men idling away 
their time, chatting, gambling, smoking, chew- 
ing. betel, or drinking tea, toddy, or arrack. 
Others slept, even while standing. Outside, 
a bullock eart moved along unguided: the 
driver, asleep, had fallen from his. perch. 

Endless streams of humanity bound for 
market with produce harangned eo loudly we 
thought they would come to blows. Markets 
tre yereat meeting places, particularly ani- 
mated at polling time since the franchise wa 
extended to women. | 

Women carrying bundles of coconut husks 
on their heads were bound oot for market 
hut for some sequestered bay ar lagoon, to 
soak these husks, Months of retting Jonsens 
the fibers, later exported as coir or made inte 
rope, mats, brooms, and brushes. 

We discovered several villages devoting 
thelr entire energies to rope making, 1 saw 
miny + Villige wornan working far into the 
night in ber miserable hovel, twisting coir 
into rope by the light af a tiny off lamp. 

Coconuts More Precious than Gold 

At another village an old man was arrane- 
ing split covonuts in the sun to dry. They 
become the copra of commerce, valued for its 
of content and residual cake for cattle fodder, 

Coconuts ate indeed the wealth of this west 
coast, Groups af men, a caste apart, arrived 
punctually ‘in season to pluck the matures 
nuts. Climbing the palms monkeylike, with 
only the aif of a rope around thelr ankles, 
they dropped the coconuts into our grove, like 
manna from the skies, 

From its-rootlings to ite uppermost branches 
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this marvelous palm, which is the villager’s 
Most precious possession, has hundred: of uses. 
Once T saw one growing through a rooftep, 
Nis owner had lailt his house around the tree 
rather than cut it. down! 

Men along the road in loincloths, a few tools 
at their waist, were toddy toppers, who climb 
the trees tnd tup the delicious liquid from 
the Diels of the coconut and graceful kittul 
palms. Much of the liquid from the latter is 
made inte brown sugar, or jagmery: coconut 
texidy on distillation becomes the native 
liquor, arrack, There is 9 saving that when 
a European can drink srrack and enjoy a 
Jaifna cheroet, he will never leave Lanka's 
shores, 

After tts introduction into Cevion in 1876, 
Para rubber (Heveo Arasiftentic) was fist 
grown commercially at Ralutara, Daring the 
boom, many fortunes were made: Then came 
the depression. How it pained ws to see tma- 
ture rubber trees falling to the ax! But dur- 
ing World War TT Cevlon rubber again came 
into its own, With copra it made a valuable 
contribution ta the war effort, 

Largest of the island's industries is tea cul- 
Uvation, though the coconut is mest impertint 
to village economy. Other products include 
staphite, citronella oil, cacao, cinnamon, areca 
mits, cardamoms, rice, and a course grade of 
tobacce, 

Owners of vast estates and rich graphite 
mines of Kalutara derive great satisfaction 
from their orchards of delicious mangosteens. 

We were charmed with the gaily decorated 
baskets, beach hots, and purses woven by 
Kalutara women from stained leaves of the 
wild date palm. 

Sear Galle we drove under archways hung 
with coconuts, fruits, and flowers, erected to 
welcome the Governor, Thus, too, were mon- 
archs of oll honored when they toured their 
kingiom- 

Galle’s Sons in Far Parts of the Globe 

Galle’s fortress, containing many fine Dutch 
buildings and an Interesting old church, is a 
city within a city of approximately 50,000. 
Moormen, descendants of early Arab (traders, 
are still the greatest traders in Galle, but the 
spirit of adventure lives on in the blood of 
other Galle sons. Their roving disposition has 
led them to far corners.af the globe. We once 
thanced upon two Sinhalese Galle jewelers 
in the Canary Islands, of all places. 

Farther along the coast, Matura’s well-pre- 
served Dutch fort overlooks several charming 
islets rising trom a turbulent sea, 

In this ancient seat of Sinhalese learning 
and monastic center ascetic-faced Buddhist 
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priests, carrying umbrellas. or “palm fans, 
waited before humble dwellings for rice or 
aims, lost in meditation. Many o non- 
Buddhist islander will turn back from a jour- 
nev if the first person he meets is a priest, 
Such an encounter is considered unlucky. 

All this southern belt had a resplendent era 
in a tim past when it was called Robuna. 
An ancient bathing pool remains at Tangalla 
At ‘Tissamaharamna, among the jungle's ruins, 
iso reconstructed dagobe (bell-chaped shrine) 
originally bolt around 200. noc. 

No Buddhist Will Kill an Animal 

Probably the moet besutiful stretch of the 
island's const is around the palm-fringed area 
of Tangalla. Buddhist fishermen brave the 
deep ta battle shark and swordfish, but they 
are lowth to kill even an insect, In their 
profession they claim they do not kill—they 
merely remove fish from the water. My Sin- 
hiilese cook would not break an egg, Vet they 
do net hesitate to murder when provoked! 

Our Sinhalese servant proudly conducted 
us over the ancient temple and monastery of 
Mulkirigala, atop a sheer rocky masa visible 
for miles, The monastery is venerated for 
the fame of its scholars ond for the discovery 
here of a commentary on the Matavaemesa, 
This made possible an English translatinn 
of the Pali chronicle of the island's dynastic 
history. 

We removed our shoes before entering the 
holy of holies, where enormous clephant tusks, 
brown with age, were mounted. ‘In keeping 
with that eternal peace realiaed by attain- 
ment of mrvand, worshipers knelt hefore giant 
figures of Ruddha and images of his disciples, 

A veritable delight is’ the Tissumaharama 
jungle in the southeast, To come upon a jackal 
wi common One morming a mongoose had 
hardly disappeared when a herd of deer flashed 
past a few paces from us. Tn an open glade 
a peacock peated as if for our benefit, his tall 
unfurled in apendlor against bush dotted with 
fragrant wild jasmine, 

These beautiful birds belong to the gods 
and are sacred tao Hindus: Tut peacocks in 
oUF garden seemed to bring us no end of mis- 
fortune, and everyone's advice was, “Get rie 
of your peacocks,” 

A kingfisher’s gorzeous blue plumage shone 
like aw jewel as he darted to another perch, 
Hronge-winged pigeons were sq numerous that 
they provided many a-meal. After a shower, 
a patch of brilliant scarlet among low bushes 
betrayed 4 jungle cock and his inconspicuous 
nate, seeking escupe from the dripping of ar- 
cadled paths.

With the dectine of Sinhalese power the ereat

Ridge backs of crocewliles rode the surface 
of the Tisamaharamea Tank, which teens 
with rich bird life, ranging from several kinds 
of storks and the lovely purple comt to tiny 
einbirds. cousins of the hummingbird.

These estate “Tarils, considerably enriched 
after o perind of labor in the istind, form 2

Since 1840, when plants from Assam were 
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worship in Ceylon, from Mihintale to the 
ancient capital of Anoradhapura, we saw 
cuntiess monuments and relics of highly de- 
veloped old) civilizations (pages 128 and 131). 

Some miles east we arrived at the renowned 
ald harbor town of Trincomplee, mear which 
the island's longest river, the Mahaweli (Great 
Sandy River), pours into the sea. To Ioild 
their fort at Trincomalee, the Portuguese ce- 
milished the celebrated anclent Temple of a 
Thousand Columns, but its site is stil sacred 
to Hindus. 

Arid Jaffna Plain Supports. Many 

Not til T visited the Jafina peninsula in 
the northernmost part of Ceylon did T fully 
realize the rich contrasts this fair island offers. 
Palmyra palms and tamarind trees dot what 
appears to be an inhospltable arid plain; yet 
it supports a population of several hundred 
thousened, | 

In Jafina, capital of the Northern Province 
and second largest city on the island, with 
over 60,000 inhabitants, the stowt Dutch 
houses with their spaciows verandas make 
comfortable dwellings still, Certainly. the 
Dutch favored space, and in Jofina’s fortress 
the commandant’s quarters might have been 
designed for wianils: 

All this northern belt sees rain only a few 
months a year, To produce grest quantities 
of tobacco, some of which Is exported. to 
southern Incia, the Tamil farmer must dili- 
gently irrigute his fields (page 133), 

Very opportunely our return journey carried 
us through the Kurunegala district in time to 
witness #orare event, an elephant drive near 
Ambanpola, The Wannis from. the forests 
have been privileged for centuries to drive 
wild elephants to the Araafs, This opera- 
lion sometimes occupies two or three thousand 
men several! months, When at last they mear 
the stockade they are weary but tense, for 
there remaios the “drive-in,” 

The first attempt at this drive-in was frus- 
trated by a large cow elephant stubbornly ab- 
structing the entrance. She had to be shot. 
However, the next dav's drive-in was success 
ful. And what a cheer went up as the bars 
were slipped over the entrance of the treat 
stockade! 

Trained decoy elephants then cleared the 
area of trees to make room for the combat 
between them and the leader of the wild herd. 
They soon had hit encircled and held, as in a 
vise, while a daring mahout slipped a noose 
about his hind leg. 

Thus these captives, like so many others 
before them, become in time docile as children. 
We saw them at their bath in the river at 
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Kutugastate near Kandy, or stripping and 
crunching with evident pleasure banana plants 
and kittul palms offered them. 

Famous hill capital of the Randyan king- 
dom and home of upcountry Sinhalese, Kandy 
encircles a lake that was once a paddy field 
and spreads over aonecklet of hills, verdant 
with Howering trees, feathery bambods, and 
fraceiul palms. For some 300 years Kandy 
remained! unsubdued behind a natural strong- 
hold of rock, which was pierced to make the 
roacl only after the last Sinhalese ruler had 
ceded his rights to Britain in 1815, terminut- 
ing a dynasty that can be traced hack mure 
than 2,000 years. 

In Kandy is the Temple of the Tooth, sanc- 
tuary of o much-traveled, prized relic of 
Buddha (page 135). During the Esala moon 
Buddhists flock to the city to pay homage to 
the sacred relic: and view the spectacular 
Perahera processinns. 

During the festival Kindy's normal popu 
lation of about 50,000 is augmented by crowds 
that fill the streets many rows deep, old ane 
voung eating and chewing betel, women 
nursing children, young people gay with langh- 
ter, all patiently waiting for the Perahera to 
pass.* 

An Arabian Nighty Dream 

Shortly before nightfall the boom of a gun 
was heard, and from the shadows appeared a 
bewitching fantasy. Heraldei! by whiperack- 
ers, dozens of elephants moved forward with 
mensured tread. 

Ais tasks encased in golden sheaths, majes- 
tic, aged) Beligammana carried on his back 
under a hatisome canopy the casket of the 
sacred relic. Other elephants. followed, three 
and four abreast, sume bearing priests rev- 
erently holding ofe (leaves of the talipot 
palm) books inscribed with stylus in Sanskrit 
or Pall. 

Between groups of ¢lephants ponderously 
wilked officeholders of many ranks in quaint 
Randvan costumes, [ can believe it takes 
hours anc severol assistants to drest a chief 
in this regalia, which invalyes wroppine 40 
yards of silk around the waist (page 122), 

Dancers, musicians, acrobats, stilt walkers, 
and jesters—all periormed their roles, holding 
spellbound the vast multitude, including. our- 
selves, with a spectacle that might be o tale 
from the Aradign Nights. As we watched! iti 
wondering enchantment from the baleony of 
Queen's Hotel, the Perahera passed before us 
like a miraculous dream,
